AND 

SEASONAL  SEVERITY 


Abnormally  wet,  cool  weather  in  all 
regions  prevailed  throughout  calen¬ 
dar  1982,  resulting  in  one  of  the 
mildest  wildfire  seasons  on  record. 
Regions  in  the  nothern  half  of  the 
United  States  experienced  their 
third  straight  fire  season  accompa¬ 
nied  by  frequent  rain  showers  and 
below  average  wildfire  activity. 

Although  Burning  Index  values 
reached  their  normal  highs  in 
various  parts  of  Regions  4,  5,  9, 
and  10,  they  did  so  for  very  short 
periods  of  time.  Fortunately  fire 
starts  did  not  coincide  with  these 
critical  periods.  Southern  Cali¬ 
fornia  experienced  high  levels  of 
precipitation  during  the  fall  in 
contrast  to  the  normal  prolonged 
dry  season  and  frequent  periods  of 
dry,  high  velocity  Santa  Ana  winds. 

Very  few  large,  high  intensity 
wildfires  occurred  in  1982  due  to 
the  unseasonably  moist  conditions 
and  generally  high  moisture  content 
in  both  living  and  dead  vegetation. 
This  reduced  level  of  wildfire 
activity  resulted  in  a  50  million 
dollar  savings  in  FFF  expenditures 
and  reflected  a  55  percent  reduction 
in  the  number  of  people  engaged  in 
wildfire  activities  in  comparison 
with  past  years. 

The  reduced  level  of  wildfire 
activity  and  favorable  fuel  moisture 
conditions  enabled  many  National 
Forests  to  continue  their  prescribed 
burning  programs  throughout  most  of 
the  summer.  As  a  result  several 
regions  accomplished  more  acres  of 
fuel  treatment  than  originally 
planned . 

The  1982  wildfire  season  ended  in 
most  regions  with  the  early  arrival 
of  above  normal  rain  and  snowfall.
